ONLY GHOSTS WALK 
STREETS OF VIIPURI 
AFTER BOMBARDMENT 


FINNISH CITY OF 70,000 HAS 
BEEN WRECKED BY INVAD- 


ING RED ARMIES

VIIPURI, Finland, 
Feb. 25.— 


(Delayed)—(IP)—Ghosts walked the 
streets of Vlipurl alone today. 


No troops were to be seen. Wom- 


en and children were gone from 
the 
bomb-and-shell-wrecked 
city. 


There was no longer any reason 
to sound an alarm even when the 
Soviet bombers came directly over- 
head. 


There were only ghostlike sen- 


tries In the deserted metropolis 
that once was the home of 70,000 
people but now is the goal of the 
Soviet red army, less than ten 
miles away to the south. 


Sentries with rifles flung around 


their shoulders trudged between 
buildings without windows, build- 
ings without roof, buildings with- 
out floor, buildings with two or 
three walls off, buildings that are 
only charred shambles, 


Only five of these ghostly sol- 


diers crossed my path during a 
two-hour walk through the center 
of the city. 


Two weeks ago several thou- 


sand persons still lived here and 
troops were quartered here. 


Complete withdrawal began with 


the falling back of Finnish troops 
from their first into their second 
series of Mannerhetm 
defenses, 


which permitted soviet artillery to 
move within easy shelling range 
of Vilpuri. 
Concentrated Attack 


Bombing planes and occasional 
long-range shells caused 
damage 


almost from the start of the war, 
but it was the concentrated at- 
tacks from Feb. 12 to Feb. 20 that 
touched nearly every building.

TUCSON, Ariz., Fob. 26.—(O>)— 


General John J. Pershlng believes 
that had the allied powers heeded 
his recommendation for Germany's 
unconditional surrender 
In 1918, 


Europe would be at peace today. 


In an Interview, given at his 


lodge on the edge of the desert, the 
79-year old general declared events 
since the World war armistice 
had justified his unflinching stand 
at the time. 


General Pershing sent a docu- 


ment to the allied supreme , war 
council in October 30, 1938, setting 
forth the reasons why he believed 
an armistice was then Ill-advised. 
In it ho asserted that by "ac- 


cepting the principle of a nego- 
tiated peace rather than a dictated 
peace the allies would jeopardize 
the moral position they now hold 
and possibly lose the chance act- 
ually to secure world peace on 
terms that would insure perman- 
ence." 


Although he counselled forcing 


Germany to lay down arms uncon- 
ditionally, the American World war 
commander said if an armistice 


was granted "the terms should be 
so rigid that under no circum- 
stances could Germany take 
up 
arms." 


In reality, he added, the armis- 


tice permitted 
the 
Germans to 


march back "with colors flying and 
bands playing, and posing as "vic- 
tims of political conditions." 


General Pershlng's comments on 
the Inter-allied negotiations pre- 
ceding the armistice was prompt- 
ed by yesterday's disclosures from 
the second volume' of papers of 
Robert Lansing, secretary of state 
during the World war. 


The general declared, however, 


he did not want to become Involv- 
ed In any controversy "at this late 
date."

quarters on his "unconditional sur- 
render" recommendation, General 
Pershlng said Marshal Foch, gen- 
eralissimo of the allied armies, and

Would it be advisable to extend 
the primary system' of delegate- 
choosing, now the vogue in slight- 
ly more than ono-fourth of the 
states? 


Senator Pepper (D-Fla.), whose 
state usually holds a primary, said 
ho felt that "all delegates should 
be elected In primaries, because 
that is the Democratic 
method 
and the people should decide." 


Senator Truman (D-Mo), on the 


other hand, said the convention 
system had worked well, In Mis- 
souri. He argued that the people 
have some voice because the sys- 
tem starts at the "grass roots" 
with township and county meet- 
ings, at which delegates to the 
state convention are chosen. 


Only 14 states have mandatory 
primary laws. In three others- 
Alabama, Arkansas and Georgia— 
primaries are optional with the 
state party committees, The Dom- 
acruvs already have decided on a 
primary in Alabama, so there will 
be at least 15 primaries In that 
party. 


The Democratic convention will 
have 1,100 delegates 
with 
one 


vote each, 
Of these, 540 will be 


chosen at conventions. 68 by state 
committees, and 492 in primaries. 


The 1,000 delegates going to tho 


Republican convention will be di- 
vided this way: 516 chosen by 
conventions, 24 by state commit- 
tees and 460 by the voters In pri- 
maries.

—A tall, slender and rath- 
er pleasant 29-year-old man 
held in Lubbock county jail 
in lieu of i?l,000 bail set 
after a bigamy complaint 
had been filed, this morn- 
ing declined to discuss his 
legal predicament. 
"Rather not discuss It," he said. 


"This Is my first time to be in 
such a place as this." He indicated 
jail bars. "I could make bond, but 
there's no use.'1 


He, G. K. Brown, employe of a 


produce house In Lubbock 
five 
years, admitted In a signed state- 
ment dictated to Burton S. Burks, 
district attorney, he was living in 
a residence here with two women 
he had married. 


He related he had lived with 


Wife No. 2 approximately a. year 
before his first wlfo obtained a di- 
vorce from him. 


Wife No. 2, now 20 and the moth- 
er of a year-old daughter, visited 
Brown in jail. She cried when 
taken down in the jail's elevator 
from the third flood. 
"I don't know what I'll do," she 


sobbed to Ragan Reed, jailer, "I 
lived with him a year before I 
knew he ever had been married. 
The rent on the apartment is due 
tomorrow and I don't have the 
money. He (Brown) wants me to go 
to his mother's home here. His 
first wife Is there, though, with 
her two children by my husband. 
They are all mad at me, thinking 
I caused him to be in jail. But I 
didn't tell the law anything. .1 
can't go to my slsters.'s She Is 21 
and has three kids and no money. 
She barely had enough to come 
here from Booker in the 
first 
place." 


Sister Wlfo No. 2 Starts Xt 


Authorities said the sister was 
the person who instituted legal 
proceedings against Brown, after 
learning Brown was living in a 
house with his first and his pres- 
ent wife. Wife No. 1 showed up 
four months ago. 


Brown insisted he was not liv- 


ing as "man and wife" with his 
first wife, 26-year-old Letha Vic- 
toria Marshall Brown, whom he 
married June 1, 1920, at Carrolton, 
Dallas county. Wife No. 2 Is Mar- 
garet Maryland Mitchell Brown, 
whom he married in the fall of 
1037 at Hobbs, N. M. 


The present wife is small and 


plump, and was neatly dressed in 
a new coat, well-pressed dress and 
glossy shoes on her visit to her 
husband's cell. 


"My mother lives in Oklahoma 


City," she said, "but I can't go 
there. My father died when I was 
a baby. I've been kicked around all 
my life since, from one place to 
another. This is just another thing 
to me—something a woman never 
gets used to even if she has to put 
UT> with it a lot" 
Father of Children By Both 


Brown's statement admitted he 


was the father of children born to 
each woman. 


Officials of the produce house 


where Brown worked here said the 
man was "just a quiet sort of fel- 
low who did his work and talked 
only slightly; ho didn't appear ever 
to get in a hurry, but there was 
nothing wrong with his record so 
far as we ever found out. He was 
in the other day wanting to get 
work, but wo didn't have it for 
him. When he worked a 44-hour 
week, his check would run, around 
$18 but ho never stayed long in 
one place. He worked for this com- 
pany at Abileno and Oklahoma 
City, and sometimes did odd jobs 
here and there. He would work a 
while and then go on somewhere 
else." 


The complaint, filed In the court 


of J. T. Inmon, justice of peace, 
will be referred to action of a 99th 
district grand Jury when the body 
reports to Judge E. L. Pitts Mon- 
day. 


Without Audible Friction 


Wife, No. 2 said the arrangements 


of the husband and the two wo- 
mo".'n ono house had been without 
audible friction, but she did not 
disclose to the jailer what caused 
Wife No. 1 to "move in." • 


Brown, in a written statement, 


said he had three children by his 
first wife and one by the sec- 
ond. 


Burks announced that a sister 


of wife No. 1 precipitated the in- 
vestigation. 


In the statement Brown related 
that he married wife No. 2 at 
Hobbs, N. M., and that his child 
by her was a daughter one year 
'old. 


The man, who said he had been 


employed by the produce company 
here five years, was held in jail 
in default of $1,000 bond.

The Internal Revenue Code. 


(The Internal Revenue Code pro- 
vides for "a reasonable allowance 
for the exhaustion, wear and tear 
of property used in the trade or 
business, including a 
reasonable 


allowance for obsolescence." For 
convenience, such allowance usu- 
ally is referred to as depreciation. 


In claiming a deduction for de- 
preciation several 
fundamental 


principles must be observed. The 
deduction must be confined 
to 


property actually used In trade, 
business, and or profession, and 
to improvements on real property, 
other than property used gy the 
taxpayer as his personal residence 
In general, it applies to the taxpay- 
ers capital assets—buildings, ma- 
chinery, etc.—the cost of which 
cannot be deducted as a business 
expense. 
A lawyer, doctor, or other profes- 


tional man may not charge off as 
a current expense the cost of a 
library used wholly In his pro- 
fession, this being a capital expen- 
diture and the library a capital as- 
set; but he may deduct an allow- 
ance for depreciation based upon 
the useful life of the library. 
If 
part c* a professional man's resi- 
dence is used by him for office 
purposes, a proportionate amount 
of the depreciation sustained may 
be deducted, based generally 
on 


the ratio of, the number of rooms 
used for such purposes to the total 
number of rooms in the building. 
The same principle applies If a tax- 
payer rents to others a portion of 
his residence. Under such condi- 
tions, however, the taxpayer must 
include in his gross income the 
rentals received.

If the taxpayer builds a new 
building, the period over which 
depreciation may be claimed be- 
gins at the time the building is 
completed and capable of being 
used. 
Buildings under construct- 


ion are not subject to a deprecia- 
tion allowance. 


If it Is clearly shown that, be- 
cause of economic or other condi- 
tions, property must be abandon- 
ed at a date prior to the end or 
its normal useful life, ao that de- 
preciation 
deductions alone 
are 


insufficient to return the cost or 
other basis, a reasonable deduct- 
ion for obsolescence may be al- 
lowed in addition to depreciation, 
No deduction tor obsolescence Is 
permitted because, In the opinion 
of the taxpayer, the property may 
become obsolete at some future 
date.

NEUTRALITY

COPENHAGEN, Fob. 26.—OT— 
Scandinavian 
neutrals sought to 
avoid becoming entangled In the 
European wars at a weekend con- 
ference by agreeing to "support 
each other mutually In their ne- 
gotiations with belligerents." 


The foreign ministers of Sweden, 
Denmark 
and Norway also ex- 
pressed the hope the Finnish-Soviet 
Russian war could "be brought to a 
peaceful solution which preserves 
tho full Independence of Finland." 
In another passage apparently 
aimed 
at 
Germany s submarine 
warfare and Great Britain's board- 
Ing of the German steamer Altmark 
in Norwegian water, a communique 
issued last night at the close of the 
conference said: 
"The foreign ministers agreed to 
raise serious objections to, and en- 
deavor to avert violation of, the 
principles of international law in 
the 
conduct of naval 
warfare, 


which inflicts considerable losses 
of human life and of economic 
value on neutral slates, when they 
maintain their shipping In order 
to keep up their legitimate and 
necessary trade." 


The conferees—Dr. Peter Munch 


of Denemar, Halvdan Koht of Nor- 
way and Christian Gunther of Swe- 
den—"agreed to maintain the In- 
violability of neutral territory in 
accordance with the rules of Inter- 
national law." 
Even as the two-day conference 


ended, Swedish Prime Minister Per 
Albln 
Hansson 
broadcast 
from 
Stockholm a warning that Swedes 
not overlook the chance of being 
forced "to guard her (Sweden's) 
vital Interests, freedom and inde- 
pendence with weapons in hand." 
The Stockholm Aftonbladet as- 
serted Hansson's home was being 
kept under 24-hour police guard as 
a result of threatening anonymous 
letters which were believed to be 
from enthusiasts for direct mili- 
tary intervention in Finland. 
Norway continued attempts to 
settle 
her dispute with Britain 
over the Altmark case by offering 
to arbitrate the matter, if a solu- 
tion could not be reached through 
direct negotiation.
